I is one of our oldest questions: what is the 
purpose of art? 

This editorial is not going to try and pretend to 
answer the question but it will deal with a by- 
product of that question; can art become irrelevant? 
And should it be updated? 

Your humble magazine editor saw two theatri- 
cal productions this week, Free Will Players’ Ital- 
ian-restaurant-mogul rendition of Shakespeare's 
Taming of the Shrew and the touring mega-block- 
buster, the stage rendition of Pete Townshend's 
Tommy. 

The Free Will Players version, by the accounts of 
all at the mag who saw the play, is outstanding. But 
the play itself boils the blood of our theatre critic 
She claims it’s sexist. 

She hates the ending, where Kate capitulates 
completely to her husband, offering him the oppor- 
tunity to step on her hand. Kate scolds the other 
women in attendance for not being obedient enough 
for their men. 

Meanwhile, the story of Tommy is altered quite 
abit from the original rock opera the Who staged 20 
years ago. 

In the original, Tommy’s father, Capt. Walker, 
comes home from the war only to find his two-timing 
wife with another man. Tommy watches the new guy 
on the block kill his natural father. The murder is 
covered up. 

Tommy is forced to live with the trauma of 
watching his real father die. That's why he cannot 
see, hear or talk. It makes sense 

But in the new stage version, it is Capt. Walker 
who shoots and kills the suitor. In a later scene, the 
court decides that Capt. Walker acted in self-de- 
fence and find him not guilty of murder 

Tommy’s real father lives. The story's context 
becomes muddy and is irreparably weakened 

So which production worked and which one 
didn’t? Sure, sexism is an ugly thing—but Shake-

speare simply reflected the mores which existed in

Giving credit where credit ain’t due

evenue Canada will be forced 

to return approximately $ 1 bil- 
lion in GST revenue it has wrongly 
collected from merchants since 
1991, if the Borrowers’ Action So- 
ciety has their way inan upcoming 
class action suit. 

A court date has been set for 
Aug. 12. 

“The dispute began when Rev- 
enue Canada told the BAS that it 
would have to pay about $12,000 
GST on the shares it sold to sup- 
porters of the class action lawsuits 
the non-profit society was organiz- 
ing against credit card companies,” 
says the BAS. 

“Revenue Canada’s demand 
that we pay GST on what we were 
previously told was a tax-exempt 
financial service caused us to take 
a look at the way the law is ap- 
plied,” says BAS president Larry 
Whaley. 

The BAS believes “The GST is 


applied to hidden bank charges 
that form part of almost every credit 
card purchase.” 

Almost all credit card purchas- 
es involve the cardmember paying 
a transaction credit or merchant 
discount fee of between two and 
five per cent. 

“That credit charge is clearly an 
exempt financial service charge but 
the tax is applied anyway,” says 
Whaley. 

“Applying the tax to the bank 
charges results in an average tax 
rate of almost 7.25 per cent on the 
taxable portion of each purchase,” 
according to the BAS 

“Credit cards are used in about 
$100 billion worth of purchases 
each year so the extra .216 percent 
the government has collected 
amounts to $210 million for each 
year the GST has been in effect 
This brings the total to about $1 
billion dollars.” 

Revenue Canada spokesperson 
Glenn Nichols agrees with Wha- 
ley’s assessment concerning the 
transaction credit fee, stating 


“These are considered to be ex- 
empt.” In fact, according to an 
anonymous source within Revenue 
Canada, these financial services are 
exempt from the GST under Sched- 
ule Five of the Excise Act 

Being exempt from the GST, 
however, does not necessarily con- 
stitute an exemption. An official 
with the Department of Finance 
Tax Policy agrees that the fee is 
exempt, noting “It’s not a supply, 
therefore it isn’t subject to tax. 
But,” he adds, “if the fee is incor- 
porated into the total cost of pro- 
viding the item or service—much 
the same as any related business 
expenses are incorporated into the 
cost—then, being indistinct from 
the cost of the item or service it is 
subject to the GST.” 

It is clear, however, that the 
credit card companies do not in- 
terpret GST policy this way. Other- 
wise, they would reimburse mer- 
chants for the GST on the total 
cost.

hen a credit card is used to 

make a purchase, a portion 
of the cost is the transaction credit 
fee. The typical charge is between 
two and five per cent of the total 
cost. 

The transaction credit fee is a 
“front-loaded” form ofinterest which 
credit card users pay for the privi- 
lege of using the card. Its interest 
rate can run higher than 60 percent 
per annum—which it does most of 
the time—and is illegal under Ca- 
nadian law. 

The transaction credit fee is 
exempt from the GST, but mer- 
chants, in accord with their Mer- 
chant Agent Agreements, charge 
the GST on the total amount. In 
other words, when a purchase is 
made with a credit card, the user 
pays the GST on the cost of the 
item or service purchased as well 
as on the transaction credit fee. 

When the merchant is reim- 
bursed for the purchase, the credit 
card company deducts both the 
transaction credit fee and the GST 
that was collected from the amount

the credit card company, as well 
as $6.65 for the GST. The mer- 
chant tops up the GST fund to $7 
and sends the money to Revenue 
Canada. If the Borrower's Action

pays 35 cents to Revenue Cana- 
da—a fee merchants should not 
have to pay under Canadian law

chase cost, so the merchant has to 
make up the difference between 
what the credit card user paid and 
what the credit card company re- 
imbursed. 

Both the credit card user and 
the merchant pay the GST on ¢ 
service which is exempt from the 
GST. Further, the user pays the 
credit card company GST reve- 
nues which never find their way (0 
the government, whereas the mer- 
chant pays the same amount [0 
Revenue Canada, conservatively 
estimated at $210 million per year 

Strangely enough, the credit 
card companies admit they are il- 
legally collecting these false GST 
revenues. Spokespersons from 
both the Royal Bank and American 
Express shrug off notions of wrong- 
doing, noting that the economy 
has been hard on them and that 
they are not making “windfall” prof- 
its through the illegal GST collec- 
tion. 

An officer with the department 
of Finance Tax Policy, who wishes 
to remain anonymous, notes that 
the skimming of the GST off the 
transaction fee by credit card com-

Pecceutc: is not an easy band 
to describe. 

Imagine driving down the 
highway listening to industrial 
metal. Now, imagine the car burst- 
ing into flames with sparks and 
engine noise accompanying your 
every motion. This is the essence 
of the Facepuller experience. 

Even the analogy is an extreme 
understatement. Made up of one 
third energy, one third focused 
rage and one third psychological 
ponderings on society, the band 
exemplifies angst.

By 1 Cummings had his

‘80s RETRO

n a world dominated by indie- 

rock stars who record in lo-fi 
and sing about how horrible their 
lives have been since the only girls 
who could have possibly ever liked 
them walked out their doors, it’s 
hard to believe that there is a 
niche for '80s-retro pop music. 

But not only is there a niche 
for music which hearkens back to 
the silliness of the New Wave era,

The irony of geography is ob- 
vious. The Elevator Drops (Gool- 
kasian, singer/guitarist Josh Hag- 
er and drummer Scott Fitts) hail 
from Boston, the home of Fort 
Apache Studios and the cradle of 
indie-rock. 

Sebadoh, the Swirlies, Buffalo 
Tom and a host of other intro- 
spective ‘thinking-man’s’ bands 
hail from America’s university 
town 

Needless to say, the city was 
in for a bit of a shock when the 
Elevator Drops took the stage, 
wearing make-up, women’s cloth- 
ing and, well, singing about why 
indie rockers make them sick.

ences seemed a bit frightened by 
it all.”

Tim Howar, in the title 
role of Tommy, brought the house down with cheers and a standing 
ovation. 

As the deaf, dumb and blind kid who found that pinball fused with 
his inner child, the 26-year-old ex-Edmontonian gave a sensitive high- 
energy knock-'em-dead opening night performance at the Jubilee 
Auditorium. 

Four aerial somersaults later and after pouring out restrained power 
singing, Howar’s-career is solid 

Howar is accompanied by the most high-tech musical ever put on at the 
Jube, with a state-of-the-art marriage of both campy and taut choreogra- 
phy, a memory-infused musical score and a cast of 30 dressed in stylized 
surreal hues. 

The show opens in war-torn England, circa 1941. Mrs. Walker gives 
birth to an orphaned Tommy: his father shot down in the war, the early 
action is lit in dark tones with no dialogue. A few quick scenes and some 
snappy choreography by Wayne Cliento get the story flowing at an 
exhilarating pace. 

Purists may bemoan a change from the original 1969 Tommy’s histor- 
ical facts: Tommy’s father comes back from the war and shoots Mrs 
Walker's lover dead 

The artistic change was doctored by its creator, Pete Townshend, who 
wrote the book, lyrics and music 

The purpose was to create a sense of family throughout the piece— 
when asked by the Globe and Mail what Tommy is actually about, 
Townshend responded “I would say it’s one family’s journey to knowledge 
and vengeance.” 

The show progresses through the years as the anguished parents try all 
sorts of miracle cures to get Tommy to communicate, exposing him to a 
myriad of deliciously performed quacks. 

He is traumatized by his pedophile Uncle Ernie (played for laughs by 
Laurie Murdoch) and pummelled by his wicked cousin Kevin (Jeffrey 
Kuhn, gloriously strutting in black leather and a mod/punk attitude), who 
inadvertantly turns Tommy onto pinball 

In desperation, Tommy’s father takes the boy to the Acid Queen, 
played seductively as a ravaged heroin-shooting whore by Natalie Dawn 
Oliver. 

Tommy's parents, played by Jennifer Lyon and Joe Lutton, are an 
empathetic background, restrained yet believable 

The show is loaded with metaphors and soars as Tommy takes to 
pinball, becoming a champion player and media fodder for icon-loving 
Brits 

The production is billed as a rock opera and satisfies those weaned on 
TV with short attention spans. It plugs us in, using live video sequences 
splashed on a bank of monitors facing the stage. 

For sheer pyrotechnics and wow appeal, watch for the scene where 
Tommy frantically pushes levers on a huge mockup of a pinball machine 
Tommy and the machine gyrate, sputter fire and spark in an orgasm of 
climactic proportions.

hile you walk the walk, local talent will paint the art. For five days 
at the end of July, Whyte Avenue’s frenzied nature will become 
extremely decorative. 

Over 40 artists will turn 82 Ave. between 99 St. and 109 St. into a 
living gallery. The event is organized by The Whyte Ave Mural Commit- 
tee (WhAM), a sob-committee of the Old Strathcona Business Associa- 
tion. Created this March, WhAm intends to inject the Old Strathcona 
area with more works of art. 

Their first project is The First Annual Whyte Avenue Art Walk. 
Pairing artists with store owners, creation will cover the 10-block strip. 
Stores are donating some of their display space so artists can exhibit. 
They will also have use of part of the store-front sidewalks. Using this 
Space as a studio, dozens of artists will be creating art on the streets. 

The event's tag line is “Experience the Left Bank of Edmonton” and 
Organizers hope the event will include South Edmonton in the art 
scene.

Wirter’ his world. Inthe 
next two months Mark Mul- 
lin hopes to engulf you in his 
vision. Using two gallery show- 
ings and six billboard paintings, 
Mullin will introduce you to his 
life, thoughts and alchemy 
Over a year ago, Mullin ex- 
hibited 21 illustrations of odd 
objects. Egg containers and oth- 
er items dominated the works 
Wholly original, he thought, un- 
til one day he was flipping 
through a book on alchemy. 
Documenting practices which 
were hundreds of years old, the 
text contained images similar to 
the ones Mullin created 
Although one could be dis- 
couraged that theif creations 
were not their own, this was in- 
spiration to him 
“There are two ways to go 
from there,” explains Mullin 
“One could be discouraged be- 
cause what they thought was so 
nouveaux was actually old. | 
looked at it and thought that | 
had pulled out imagery which has 
been done for centuries. I was a 
link in a chain and was no longer 
looking from the outside in but 
was now @ part of something.” 
This led to his obsession with 
alchemy. The theme is ever 
present in his over 20 works 
Tying together thoughts on spir- 
ituality, metamorphosis and ex- 
istence, Mullin examines how 
alchemy is a guide to life 
“Alchemy, mysticism, religion 
and myth are all really the same 


The only difference is terminolo- 
gy and rituals,” say Mullin. 

“Still, it is the attempt of an 
individual to achieve a better un- 
derstanding of him or herselfina 
spiritual manner. To come in 
touch with whatever guides you.” 

By devoting 16 months of 
painting to the theme, Mullin has 
contacted his guiding light. More 
than just expression, Mullin finds 
it explains his goals and vision. 

“I chose it, or more it chose 
me, because it involves the phys- 
ical act as well as something far 
more intangible. Alchemy was an 
attempt to unify mind and mat- 
ter, body and spirit. When I’m 
working with physical objects I'm 
going internally.” 

The artwork itself speaks vol- 
umes on the subject. Dark, mud- 
dy colors with unknown items 
performing unknown functions 
obtain the essence of important 
rituals. One knows something is 
going on without being aware of 
what it is. Through using gom- 
mon symbols like crosses and 
butterflies, Mullin links each 
piece together while keeping 
them separate. By having them in 
two locations across the city and 
six related paintings on Hook 
billboards, he invites viewers to 
go on a journey of discovery. 
Mullin asks them to examine the 
common links and philosophies 
in his work. 

While Gne would expect two 
years of creation would be 
enough to sate any appetite, that 
is untrue. Mullin views his crea- 
tion as the beginning of a path. 

Mullin explains: “With a sub- 
ject which is so encompassing as 
this, it is like a tree that is rooted 
in the soul. There are so many

ibe Fourposter, given the era in which it was 

written and rose to popularity, prompts a few 
unintended questions. 

With all those McCarthyites running around 
New York and Hollywood, was there any pressure 
to have the title changed to The Two Fourposters? 
Nah, clumsy on the tongue. The Eightposts? Nope. 
The Twin Beds? Good Lord, no! No reference to 
beds at all, if you please! 

“It’s a very nice little play,” says Davina Stewart. 
“It starts in the 1890s, ends in the 1920s—” 

“It's a very period piece,” adds Paul Punyi. “Very 
stylish. Lotta ‘Daaarlings’ and ‘Angels’ and all kinds- 
a terms like that in it...” 

Jan de Hartog wrote The Fourposter in the late 
’40s. Jessica Tandy and Hume Cronyn premiered 
the marriage of Agnes and Michael on Broadway in 
the early ‘50s. Later, Rex Harrison and Kay Kendall 
portrayed the same roles on film. Both pairs were 
husband and wife teams. 

Davina Stewart and Punyi aren’t married (at 
least, not to each other) but over the last two weeks 
of intensive rehearsal, they've taken to finishing 
each other's thoughts and sentences. 

Stewart: “You see them on the very first night, 
their wedding night, as they move into their house—” 

Punyi: “You see the crises in their lives. It picks 
out certain things like, like—" 

“the birth of a child—" Stewart nudges. 

“the birth of a child, yeah,” and Punyi leaps a 


few years. “The son—them thinking that he’s booz- _ 


ing behind their back kinda thing—we catch a 


moment there... We catch a moment when he’s 
having an affair.” 

Whoa. Infidelity. The MkKarthy Kids musta 
crapped themselves over that. Good thing it was the 
guy. Was it in the seventh year? 

“Eleventh,” says Stewart primly. 

Polaris artistic director Susan Woywitka pulls 
triple-duty as set designer, costume designer and 
director. One wonders if she’s done time as a 
marriage counselor. 

As tame as it seems from a 1990 perspective, The 
Fourposter must have bent a few ears back in its day 

“This play is suitable for everyone,” confirms 
Stewart. “It's not serious but it’s realistic. The hu- 
mcr is a little more sophisticated. It’s not for /ittle 
kids.” 

Polaris’s Children’s Theatre series begins in 
September. 

The Stage Polaris company, nowever doesn't 
stage plays with controversial intent. Rather, they 
gentle the approach using humor and an intent 
toward a kindly resolution. That's why they're known 
for family theatre. 

The Fourposter fits just so into their Summer 
Festival series. 

“It just tells their story through little snippets,” 
says Punyi. “You kinda ges the feeling you've lived 
with them for 25 years.” 

“Yeah,” Stewart nods. “It’s almost like looking 
through a photo album.” 

A photo album even Charlie McCarthy would

The preceding is an excerpt 
from the S.C.U.M. manifesto. The 
S.C.U.M. manifesto was written by 
Valerie Solanas. $.C.U.M. stands 
for the Society for Cutting Up Men. 
Valerie Solanas was the sole mem- 
ber of S.C.U.M. 

Mary Harron is the writer/di- 
rector of I Shot Andy Warhol. She 
is the daughter of Don Harron, the 
actor best-known for his sophisti- 
cated hay-seed character Charlie 
Farquharson. Seven years ago Mary 
Harron was browsing through a 
used book store in London, Eng- 
land when she came across the 
S.C.U.M. manifesto. 

“Lwas struck by how well-writ- 
ten it was,” she says. “It was funny 
and intelligent and I just had to get 
to know the person who wrote it. It 
is truly an amazing bit of writing. I 
realized that she had to be one of the 
first writers to have tapped into how 
much resentmentand angerwomen 
have about men. And it is so over-

ing that is difficult to do.” 

Harron had lived and worked 
in London for some time. She went 
to Oxford and worked in various 
related jobs: fact checker, producer 
for the BBC, host of a late-night talk 
show called UK Late and so forth, 
when she discovered the manifesto 

“The male is a biological acci- 
dent: The Y (male) gene is an in- 
complete X (female) gene, that is, 
it bas an incomplete set of chro- 
mosomes. In other words, the male 
is an incomplete female, a walk- 
ing abortion, aborted at the gene 
stage. To be male is to be deficient, 
emotionally limited; maleness is 
a deficiency disease and males are 
emotional cripples.” 

Several aspects of Mary Har- 
ron, developed at the various posi- 
tions and jobs she has done, con- 
tributed to her fascination with the 
manifesto and the making of J Shot 
Andy Warhol. Harron worked for 


_ New Musical Expressmagazine and 


wrote a history of the Velvet Un- 
derground. The Velvet Under- 
ground were originally, and essen- 
tially, the house band for Andy 
Warhol's studio, The Factory. 
“The Velvet Underground were 
the defining band for the '60s and 
really for the '70s. They were the 
original punks—I mean, Lou Reed 
defined the ideal worth of nihilism 
that was incorporated into any of 
the real punk bands of the ‘70s. 
And I still love their music.” 
While working for Melody Mak- 
_er, she met tf interviewed Andy 







and in a way he was psychologically 
frail,” says Harron. “He knew what 
he had accomplished but there was 
a feeling that he had not accom- 
plished anything. I don’t mean that 
he felt sorry for himself, only that he 
carried with him a sense of not hav- 
ing finished something.” 

Having decided there was a film 
to make about Solanas, Harron 
then spent some considerable 
time doing the initial research 
and trying to decide on what form 
the film should take. 

“You begin doing serious read- 
ing about the subject and then you 
Start to get a structure going in 
your head, you have an internal 
structure. You don’t decide on a 
form when you're doing the re- 
search. And really, you don’t de- 
cide ona form when you're writing 
a screenplay. 

“T had originally thought the 
film should be a documentary, and 
then I thought the story would be 
better told as a drama. I think the 
end result is ‘docudrama,’ but only 
in the sense that the film is histor- 
ically accurate. 

“There are large parts, particu- 
larly the details about how Solanas 
lived her life, that are made up. It 
was my co-writer Daniel Minahan 
who convinced me that it was more 
important to stay true to the essence 
of the story rather than to the de- 
tails. It makes for a more entertain- 
ing story.”

fection or tenderness. He is a com- 
pletely isolated unit, incapable of 
rapport with anyone.” 

Harron has a great deal of sym- 
pathy for Solanas, seeing her as a 
misunderstood genius who realized 
she was not going to get anywhere 
on her own and who tried to get 
some sort of recognition by associat- 
ing with Warhol and The Factory 

Says Harron, “When we were 
shooting we stayed at the Chelsea 
Hotel and a couple of people came 
up to tell me they knew Valerie and 
that they thought she was in love 
with Andy Warhol. In fact, | was 
told by one person she was ob- 
sessed by Warhol 

“I don't think that was really the 
case. It is difficult now to see how 
truly famous Warhol was back then 
in the late ‘60s, and there were any 
number of people who could have 
been said to be obsessed with him. 
Valerie was ambitious in a very fo- 
cused way and she thought Warhol 
might be the way to get what she 
wanted, which was some recogni- 
tion, some acknowledgement of her 
ideas. And Warhol used her to some 
extent. He put her in a movie, he 
encouraged her. | think he liked 
having her around; they were both 
outsiders wanting recognition for 
what they were thinking. 

“Really what it comes down to is 
that The Factory was a meeting place 
of different focuses, A lot of things 
converged in the Factory in the 
‘60s. 1967 was pre-feminist, the, 


ng radical 
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ric was really 


looking for a piace where she could 
get some sympathy.” 

Harron's next project is also go- 
ing to detail the life ofa woman who 
was before her time. 

“Betty Page was the pin-up girl, 
the third most popular pin-u 
ter Marilyn Monroe and aa 
er movie star from the ‘40s, but 
Betty Page was never a movie star. 
She posed in the nude in the '40s, 
she did all these incredibly elabo- 
rate bondage poses. She was una- 
bashedly sexual at a time when 
women were not even supposed to 
acknowledge sex.” 

Harron is making her home in 
New York once again, having 
worked there as a punk rock jour- 
nalist in the mid-’70s, hanging out 
at CBGB in the East Village. = 

“Things happen in New York. 
Not that things don’t happen in 
other cities but New York is, and 
has been, a sort of nexus for the 
development of new things. And 
it's easier to get sympathy.” 

“(The male)...is trapped inna 
twilight zone halfway between hu- 
man and apes, and is far worse off 
than the apes because, unlike the 
apes, he is capable of a large array 
of negative feelings—hate, jealousy,

The film had Billy Name as a 
creative advisor. Name was a friend 
of Warhol's, the one responsible 
for creating The Factory's look. He 
has recently published Stills From 
The Warbol Films.

Pp: Almovodar (Women on 
the Verge of a Nervous: Tie Me 
Up! Tie Me Down!) revisits his fa- 
vorite theme of obsessive love. The 
Flower of My Secret details the life 
and near death of a vaguely neu- 
rotic romance novelist. 

Leo is areluctant romance nov- 
elist and has a low opinion of the 
work she produces. She writes 
under a pseudonym and part of 
the deal with her publishers states 
that nobody can know who she 
really is. As the truth about her 
relationship with her absent hus- 
band slowly winds its way through 
her denial, she becomes less able to 
write romances and begins writing 
murder mysteries. She also gets a 
job as a literary critic and savagely 
attacks her alter ego in her reviews. 

Almodovar wants to develop a 
parallel between the creative im- 
pulse and feelings that people can 
have for other people. There is a 
sense in The Flower of My Secret 
that everything is happening be- 
cause, at some deep subconscious 
level, everybody wants it to hap- 
pen. There are extended scenes of 
people talking to each other. They 
exist to demonstrate people rarely 
know what they really want. This is 
an obvious psychological point, but 
Almodovar and his characters are 
unaware of it. The film is mostly 
made up of these ‘talk till we figure 
out what it is we are talking about’ 
scenes and they get tedious. 

The only villainwho shows up 
is Leo’s soldier husband and he is 
really not a bad guy.

THE CABLE GUY Jim Carrey takes a 
darker road in this story that deliv- 
ers fewer laughs than a Carrey audi- 
ence is accustomed to having. Car- 
rey plays Chip Douglas, a lonely and 
obsessed cable installer who takes 
a liking to Steven (Matthew Broder- 
ick). Broderick’s calm bewilderment 
is an excellent balance to Carrey’s 
hammy performance.The first 30 
minutes showcase Carrey’s manic 
talents and provide genuine belly 
laughs.

COURAGE UNDER FIRE Amidst the 
summer shoot-'em-ups comes a 
movie with a story to tell of heroism 
and bravery. Courage Under Fire 
packs starpower with Denzel Wash- 
ington (Crimson Tide) and Meg Ryan 
(French Kiss) in a surprisingly un- 
perky role. It packs firepower, too. 
Set months after the end of the Per- 
sian Gulf war, there’s still plenty of 
gunplay as Lt. Col. Nathaniel Serling 
(Washington) continues to be haunt- 
ed by his actions on the battlefield 
that led to the deaths of some of his 
men.

Walden died 
behind enemy lines during a rescue 
mission and conflicting stories from 
hercrew mean thisis no rubber-stamp 
medal from Serling, who is deter- 
mined to provide a thorough investi- 
gation. Told through flashbacks, we're 
given several different accounts of 
Walden’s battlefield behavior from 
her crew, including Lou Diamond 
Phillips. As the investigation heats 
up, the story grows more intriguing.
